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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 3-39 and 47-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach a method for evacuation of an occlusive substance from the 
wall of a blood vessel that includes the steps of either (i) aspirating through an aspirating catheter 
while crossing the site of an occlusive substance with both the distal end of a guidewire and a 
distal end of the aspiration catheter in combination with advancing a therapy catheter into the 
blood vessel to treat the occlusive substance after removing the aspiration catheter, (ii) crossing 
the site of an occlusion in a proximal to distal direction with the distal end of an aspiration 
catheter while aspirating in combination with delivering a guidewire having an occlusive device 
at its distal end to a position distal of the occlusion and activating the occlusive device, (iii) prior 
to treating the occlusive substance aspirating through an aspirating catheter while crossing the 
site of an occlusive substance with both the distal end of a guidewire and a distal end of the 
aspiration catheter in combination with treating the occlusive substance, or (iv) crossing the site 
of an occlusion in a proximal to distal direction with the distal end of an aspiration catheter while 
aspirating, crossing the site of the occlusion with the distal end of the aspiration catheter in a 
distal to proximal direction while aspirating, and repeating both crossings. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
